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A man and five children were 
rescued from the waters of Chan- 
nel lake at Gilford's Fair Oaks 
about 5 p. m. Sunday after the 
power boat he was driving upset. 

Assisting in the rescue were May- 
or James McMillen, Roman Vos, 
of Antioch and Cappie Radke In 
whose speedboat they were riding. 

Rescued were Ray Vogt, Oak 
Park, his son, James 4, another 
son, Ray, * Jr., 8, o daughter, Joan, 
7, Kenneth Russell 11, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. James Russell, of Fair 
Oaks, and 12-year-old Carol Coo- 
lidgc. 

Vogt had used the speedboat of 
his father, a resident of Flossmor in 
south Chicago, in giving the child- 
ren a ride. He was going slowly and 
suddenly the steering wheel lock- 
ed whirling the boat around so that 
it upset and all were thrown into 
the water. 

Mrs. McMillen In the Radke boat 
was the first of the party to see 
the accident and called Mr. Radke's 
attention to it. He went to the res- 
cue and reached Mr. Vogt and his 
youngest son first. 
/'.'Vogt was having a hard time 
keeping himself and the boy afloat 
and once let go of the boy but grab- 
bed him again," said McMillen. He 
and Vos took the youngster into the 
boat and tossed Vogt a line which 
he held until they could get him 
aboard. 

In the meantime the Russell boy, 
a good swimmer, came aboard also. 

Mayor McMillen gave much credit 
for calmness to the 12-year-old 
Carol Coolldge, a good swimmer, 
who held 8-year-old Ray on a cush- 
ion despite his frantic struggles 
until help arrived. 

A young couple, unidentified, was 
fishing nearby at the time and they 
saved the floundering 7-year-old 
Joan Vogt. 

Radke then took 4-year-old Jim- 
mie and 8-year-old Ray who had 
been cut about the face by broken 
glass of the windshield to Webb's 
landing where the Antioch Rescue 
squad gave first aid and turned 
them over to a physician. 

The Antioch group had attended a 
birthday party at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Krueger and were 
being given a ride by Radke when 
they saw the accident Also in their 
boat was Mrs. Helen Gaffey.

It's Against Law Even 
To Shoot Firecrackers 
In Illinois, Warning Says 



It is no longer a mischievous 
prank to shoot firecrackers, and 
dangerous firework* in Illinois. It 
is definitely against the law. Frank 
H. Woods, Jr., President of the Illi- 
nois Society for the" 1 Prevention of 
Blindness, warned that fireworks 
accidents are on the increase .in 
Illinois. In 1949 there were 144 ac- 
cidents, twice as many as in 1948, 
and 31 eye injuries. Two Illinois 
youths lost an eye and one man was 
killed. Supervised public displays 
such as those promoted by fire de- 
partments, the Amercain Legion and 
other responsible groups reported 
only three accidents. 

Mr. Woods said further that the 
Illinois law defines illegal fireworks 
as any which produce an audible ef 
feet by explosion, deflagration or 
detonation. 

Sparklers and other devices In 
which paper caps containing twen- 
ty-five hundredths grains or less of 
explosive compound and toy pistol 
paper caps which contain less than 
twenty- hundredths grains of ex- 
plosive mixture are legal Even 
these so-called harmless fireworks 
must be used with extreme caution 

Parents are urged to keep their 
children from indiscriminate cele- 
brations. Mr. Woods cautioned that 
a "few burned fingers" may not be 
serious but eyes put out can never 
be replaced. Don't let a firecracker 
cost your child's sight. Don't en- 
courage delinquency by contribut- 
ing to breaking of the Illinois "anti 
fireworks" law.

Estimates based on advance re- 
quests for routings, current gas con- 
sumption and traffic volumes com- 
pared with ten .year accident ex- 
perience, show 875 personal injuries 
and 950 property damage accidents 
will result from the Independence 
Day weekend traffic. 

The period included begins 4 p. 
m. Friday, June 30 and ends mid- 
night, Tuesday, July 4. 

The Chicago Motor Club said that 
in normal ratio 12 of the 28 deaths 
would probably occur in urban 
areas and the other 16 on the open 
roads. 

Most of the urban deaths, possibly 
7, will be pedestrians. 

Past experience also indicates that 
■12 of the victims will be women. If 
last year's proportion holds true, 
half of these will be over age 55, 
three will be housewives, two of 
School age and one an infant. 

The men victims will include 
salesmen, truck drivers, students, a 
newspaper man, a city employee 
and an itinerant farm worker. 

Chicago Motor Club safety ex- 
perts predicted 24 deaths in Illinois 
over the five day Memorial week- 
end this year. The actual count was 
25 for the period. 

To keep down the predicted traf- 
fic toll, the Chicago Motor Club urg- 
ed the following program for motor- 
ists. 

1. Start trips early to avoid fa- 
tigue, night-driving and necessity 
of speeding.

Sales of National Tea Co.

The sales of National Tea Co., for 
the four weeks ending June 17, 1950 
amounted to $23,052,750. as com- 
pared with $20,683,361. for the cor- 
responding period of 1949, an in- 
crease of 11.55%.

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Economic Highlights 
Sumner H. Slichtcr, the distinguished Harvard 
economist, is author of the lead article in the June 
issue of The Atlantic. Called "Our Best Defense," it 
discusses some of the staggering problems that con- 
front this country today— notably the "cold war," 
which he believes will continue indefinitely, and 
which may cause our military expenditures to double 
by 1960. In one section he writes: "There are three 
major trends that must be halted or substantially 
retarded during the next decade it the economy is 
not to be basically transformed or if it is not to be 
confronted with grave new problems. These trends 
are the rapid rise in government expenditures, the 
rapid spread of government intervention in business, 
and the drop in the influence of businessmen in the 
community." 

Dr. Slichtcr points out that in the last 20 years 
Federal spending has increased thirteen-fold while 
the dollar value of the output of the nation has in- 
creased only about 2.5 times. He suggests a number 
of specific ways to reduce government expenditures. 
One is to cut the amounts now being spent to hold 
up the prices of farm products. Another is to reduce 
the spending for trade school education for veterans — 
in many cases, as he observes, the schools and the 
courses involved are of scant educational value. And 
still another is to reduce' purchasing of real estate 
mortgages by the government. Of this he says, "In 
the present fiscal year such purchases are costing 
about 1.3 billion dollars. There is no reason why pri- 
vate capital should not finance the real estate indus- 
try." 

Of the second major trend, government inter- 
vention in business, Dr. Slichtcr says that not all of 
the regulations that have come into being in relatively 
recent years are bad. But he adds, "If the spread of 



government Intervention In economic activities con- 
tinues during the next decade as rapidly as in the 
last 20 years, the year 1860 will see the United .States 
a far more completely regulated economy than it Is 
today. Can this spread be substantially retarded?" Dr. 
SHchter seems to think it can, though here ho is none 
too sure. In this connection, he urges that private 
enterprise, particularly In the real estate field, be 
as vigorous as possible. He also says, "If employers 
and trade-unions were to agree on basic rules to 
govern industrial relations, a considerable withdraw- 
al of government from that field might occur." 

Finally, he believes It highly Important that 
businessmen regain some of the influence which they 
have lost. For businessmen, he writes, "sec many prob- 
lems or aspects of problems that other groups do not 
see. Hence, they help produce better-balanced and 
better-informed public policies." 

Dr. Slichter*s views coincide with those of other 
thoughtful observers of the age we live in. Not every- 
one Is pleased with current trends and the present 

policies of the government.
